“The Workers’ and Peasants’ Red 
Army under Marshal Voroshiloff’s 
command, is a formidable fighting 
force,” the correspondent, wrote, “In 
numbers, it approaches the three- 
million mark in peace time, being 
composed of over one hundred in- 
fantry divisions and at least thirty 
cavalry divisions. 


“This large cavalry force is af parti- 
cular utility in a country -which is 
not well equipped with railways and 
roads, and of which large regions on 
the Asiatic frontier consist of steppes, 
deserts, and mountains.” 


“Upon the completion of a mobil- 
isation, some four million men would 
be under arms,” he continued. There 
is a compulsory military service 
period of two years which gives the 
country a reserve of trained men 
amounting to something like twelve 
million.”

“Thus, Russia does not lack man- 
power for any campaign she might 
undertake, he added..

‘SIR OSWALD MOSLEY, leader of the British Union 


of Fascists, has written to the B-B.C. director of foreigm — 


talks protesting at what he describes as “the broadcasting 
of silly lies about this movement to. foreign countries.” — 


He declares that if such broadcasts 
are continued, he will reply in state- 
ments issued to these countrigs. 

It is understood that’ the passage to 
which Sir Oswald objects, an extract 


from a talk on political parties in fi 


England given in Italian, is as fol- 
lows:. 

“you have noticed that I have said 
nothing about either Communists or 
Fascists. The Communists form a 
negligible group in the country. che 
Fascists have been less successful. 

“in spite of the clever oratory 
of their leader, Sir Oswald Mos- 
ley, they have never been any- 
where: near to getting a member 
elected. ; i , 

“The Fascists publish no figures 
about their party membership and 
they don’t seem to be holding many 
nieetings these days. 

“J was interested, however,-to note 
that at the last meeting they held on 
Sunday, Sir Oswald Mosley declared 
that if Britain or the British Empire 
were attacked, or threatened with at- 
tack, every one of his followers would 
fight for Britain.” 

The British Union of Fascists has 
not so far contested a Parliamentary 
election, but in 1936 and 1937 the 
names of more than 50 prospective 
Parliamentary candidates were an- 
nounced. In the 1931 General Elec- 
tion Sir Oswald Mosley’s New party 
put up 24 candidates, but failed to 
win a seat. : . ;

“PSYGHOLOGICAL 
ENIGMA” 


By AUGUSTUS ST. MARS . 


“It is more of a revelation than 
that seen by John from the Isle of 
Patmos," 

‘Thus wrote a distinguished educa- 
tor, Prof. Charles E,. West, after join- 
ing a group of brother savants in a 
study of the strange case of Mollie 
Fancher, “the Psychological Enigma.” 

Mollie's career.as a celebrity com- 


menced on the third of February, 1866, 


during her 18th year. She was. then 
an orphan living With an aunt. in 
Brooklyn and on the day mentioned, 
while helping with some presery ing, 
she astonished that relative by utter- 
ing shrieks, spinning about on. her 
toes and then rolling about the floor 
with her feet clasped in her hands.

During 30 years of 
that period she gained such world 
renown as a clairvoyant that P. T. 
Barnum repeatedly made her extrava- 
’ gant offers to travel with his show 
and exhibit her powers while resting 
on a golden bed with a swans’ down 
, mattress.
